The tournament ran off smooth- 
ly under the management of Supt. 
‘The attendance was 
gratifying and showed an increase 
over jast season’s tournament. 

‘the whistle-wielding was done 
by Referees MeMiihan of Petoskey 
High school and Nichols of Barry- 
ton.

We presume that nobody ‘in 
‘Grayling can help but notice there 
are many dogs running at large 
and that they at times are a real 
are usually in 
droves of from three to a dozen 
and the sight of them is disgust- 
ing. 

Perhaps the dogs are not to 
blame for this condition for they 


-have been allowed to go-unlicens- 


ed and unmolested for the past 
year and the result is that the 
mumber is greatly increased and 
they now have become a nuisance. 
It is because of the many com- 
plaints that have come to the 
Council members that this step 
is being taken. 

We have witnessed from our 
fice windows dogs carrying away 
foods that have been taken from 


‘stores or from packages that hap- 
‘pened to be layirg uround loose 


in stores and in autos. Only yes- 
terday we saw a dog jump into 
an aute and come out with a pack- 
age that looked like meat in its 
mouth. Besides dogs at times 
create scenes that are offensive. 

We know that these conditions 
are no different from those of 
other cities but that is no reason 
why they should be tolerated 
here. Dogs are wonderful animals 
and persons who would malicious- 
ly hurt them deserve to be punish- 
ed themselves. However the de- 
cency and the rights of persons 
are first to be considered when 
it comes to keeping dogs in their 
proper places. Who doesn’t love 
a fine dog or even a hairy dis- 
heveled pooch? They certainly 
are great friends. So let’s give 
them our protection by keeping 
them at home where they belong. 

At the direction of the County 
Board of Supervisors no dog tax 
was collected last year. This year 
however the tax will be collected, 
according to information receiv- 
ed from the Court House. 

And the new dog warden too 
has a responsibility. To promis- 
cuously step out and = slaughter 
every dog that may be found run- 
ning loose on our streets would 
hardly be fair, and certainly not 
very humane. However when dogs 
prove to be offensive and their 
presence on the streets continues 
and it is neglected by its owner, 
then there is no reason why the 
dog should not be humanely kill- 
ed. 

There is a way in which we may 
keep our dogs and that is by 
the
